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VCCA EXHIBIT TO OPEN 
AT RANDOLPH-MACON 
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"Mt. San Angelo's Artists," a 25-piece traveling exhibition of works 
by the artists of the Virginia Center for the Creative Arts (VCCA), 
will be on exhibit in the Frank E. Brown Campus Center at 
Randolph-Macon College through June 8. The works, which 
represent a wide variety of artistic styles and materials, were selected 
for the exhibition by Frederick Brandt, curator of 20th-century art at 
the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts. In his introduction to the catalog 
which accompanies the exhibit, Brandt described the works as 
ranging "from complete abstraction to highly realistic paintings; 
intricate prints to experimental media; and include photography as 
well as collage and mixed media." Ann Lyne of Richmond is among 
the 25 artists whose works are included in the exhibition. All of the 
artists have been fellows of the VCCA, which is the largest year- 
round working retreat for artists, writers and composers in the United 
States. Other Virginia artists represented in the exhibition are Jo 
Harrop of Fairfax, William Sullivan of Orange, Thelma Twery of 


Lynchburg and Yuriko Yamaguchi of Falls Church.
